\\  of  Victoria  is  insufficient,  and  it  is  expedient 
and  necessary  to  extend  and  improve  the  same,  and 
for  that  purpose  to  raise  by  way  of  loan,  upon  the 
credit  of  the  said  City,  the  sum  of  §16,000. 

And  whereas  it  will  require  the  sum  of  §1,556  to  be 
raised  annually  by  special  rate  for  the  payment  of  the 
debt  intended  to  be  hereby  created  and  the  interest 
thereon.
